The attached memorandum shows that we have 
had our day in court and that that day was not an 
entirely pleasant one. 

In subsequent discussions it appears quite 
possible that the final report. will include some of 
the points raised by Scott, though, there is unlikely 
to be any major change in the thrust of the report 

as it now stands. ,
